Women Pearl Divers 


Pearl oysters are found at a depth 
of from 6 to 30 fathoms. Women who 
are employed in Japan for the work 
dive to the bottom without any spée- 
fal apparatus and retain their breath 
when under water. 

They Aisdain the use of welghts 
to help them in their descent and 
can remain below the surface from 
one to two minutes—in a few in- 
stances as long as three minutes— 
without experiencing any ill effects. 

In the cold weather they will dive 
for an hour and then return to shore 
and warm themselves at the fire 
specially built for this purpose, re- 
suming their work again after partak- 
ing of a fritgal meal of rice and fish. 

The divers range in age from 13 to 
40 years. It has been found, how- 
ever, that those from 25 to 35 make 
ibe best workers because of their phy- 
sical strength and experience. Some 
ct these women will bring to the sur- 
face a score, or even 50 oysters ina 
minute from a depth of 13 fathoms. 
Partly to realize what this means you 
have only to lie at the bottom of a 
six-foot-deep swimming bath while 
you count 60, and then remember 
that these women stay for the same 
length of time, and more, at 12 to 13 
times that pressure and depth, busily 
working with their hands the whole 
while 

The hours of labor vary with the 
seasors, in warm weather about six 
to eight hours constitute a day's work, 
and at this time of year threo divers 
have been known to collect 1,000 oys- 
ters between them. In very cold 
weather the women cannot work for 
more than one to two hours. The

tony, Dictator For the Third Time, Tri- 
unvir.” 

The workmanship of the coin 1s far 
from good, and this accounts in some 
mneasure for the undeniably plain ap- 
pearance of the queen. Yet the like- 
ness, as fur as the features go, is a 
true one, for the other coins of the 
gine series, though of a different type, 


give her the same features, an aquiline , 


hose, a strong chin, a long neck and 
nurrow shoulders, 

The fact is thiut her beauty was not 
bo remarkable as one would think from 
the spell she cnst over Cuesar and An- 
tony. Tlutarch, for instance, tells us 
“that her beauty in itself was by no 
meiins incomparable nor calculated to 
amaze those who saw her,” but adds 
that the magnetic charm of her man- 
ner, the gracefulness of her movements,

ONIST AT EIGHT 


OF HIGH ALTITUDES. 


Celebrated Aeronaut and Balloon 
Manufacturer, Who Died Recently 
In Britain, Inherited His Love For 
High-Flying From His Grandfather 
and Father—Used Balloon In War 
tn 1830. 


Of alniost wortd-wide reputation aa 
a balloonist, which career he started 
at the carly age of eight, Mr. Percival 
Spencer, of Spencer Bros., the famous 
balloon manufacturers, died at his 
home, Aberdeen Park, Tiighgate, N., 
(Eng.) at the age of 42. Mr. Spencer, 
who was a widower, was the eldest 
of three brothers, who conduct the 
business of balloon manufacturers at 
Highbury, and he was a daring and 
success’-1  aeronaut. Mr. Sppneer 
must have spout more time in the 
air than any contemporary aeronaut. 
He said quite recently that he thought 
ballooning was the safest way of trav- 
éling in the world. And he recom. 
mended it fer jaded nerves. He also 
said that a day aloft did one as much 
good as a week or even a fortnight 
of any ether sort of relaxation. The 
Spencers ure ai ballooning family. 
Alr. Speneer'’s grandfather made us- 
cents as far back as 1836, and his son 
carried on the family tradition by. 
making an ascent at the Crystal Pal- 
ace when only eight years old. On 
that oceazion he was accompanied by 
his father, and afterwards he made 
balloon ascents and = parachute de- 
scents in Egypt, India, the Straits 
Settlements, China, and Japan. He-° 
made special aseents that were wit 
nessed by the Czar of Russia and the 
Emperor of Japan. Mr. Spencer was 
a familiar figure not only at the Crys- 
t.l Palace, but also at fetes and galas 
throughout the country. On seven oe- 
casions he erossed the Channel by bal* 
loon, and he has flown across tha 
Jrich Sea from the Isle- of Man to 
Scotland. From ballooning Mr. Spen- 
cer passed enthusiastically to the air-

ship problem, and he believed that} 
he was the first bailoonist to take an| 
active part in military acronautics. 
The oceasion was the war in Acheen, 
Sumatra, i3 1890. Accompanied by! 
Major Droese, of the Dutch Army, he, 
made a series of investigations that 
afforded useful information to the! 
Netherlands officers. During part of} 
the operations the balloon, attached! 
to the last truck of an armor-platei} 
train, was drawn through dense tropi- 
eal forests, When the acrostat was’ 
liberated it soso high in the air and’ 
showed the position of the enemy’s| 
forces, and at a given signal the guns 
of the forts poured out shot and shell, 
on the native insurgents. The effects} 
were noted from the bailoon and or-! 
ders issued to the forces below. In| 
the pursuit of his profession he had; 
many thrilling experiences. One of 
his most serious occurred in India.! 
He made an ascent outside Calcutta, 
and came down in the jungle, Quite 
outside Wis bearings, and with no 
knowledge of his whereabouts, Mr. 
Spencer wandered about the jungle 
for three days. When eventually he 
found his way into Calcutta, he was 
80 emaciated and weak that he was! 
thought by the natives to be a ghost,, 
and was so described by them, In 
Japan he fell with his balloon into! 
the ceean, and was only saved from! 
drowning through the timely appear-* 
ance of a boat from a battleship. F
